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AUSTRALIA  IMPORTS  U.S.  BEANS 


Import  licensing  of  beans  and  peas  has  been  eliminated  in  Australia  after 
approximately  20  years  of  import  control.  Australia  has  not  been  a 
large  importer  of  these  commodities,  but  an  expanding  canning  industry 
seems  to  be  increasingly  interested  in  U.S.  beans.  In  the  first  10 
months  of  the  current  marketing  year  (September  1,  1959  through  June 
I960),  U.S.  exports  to  Australia  totaled  19,600  bags.  This  is  many 
times  the  usual  and  compares  with  the  following  history*
